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Expanding her horizon by producing as well as acting, 


Academy Award winner Jessica Lange chooses the American 


Midwest to gain a new perspective on movie making. Like her 


character in the film, she holds everything together. 


You can take the girl out of the coun- 
try, so the saying goes, but you can't take 
the country out of the girl. Meet Jessica 
Lange. Born and raised in the small 
Midwestern town of Cloquet, Minnesota 
(population 9,000), she left college to 
travel throughout the United States, 
Mexico and South America, lived briefly 
in New York and Paris, and finally settled 
in Hollywood. During her nine years of 
stardom there, which began when she 
played the beauty who charmed “King 
Kong,’ she went on to signal success in 
“All That Jazz; "Ihe Postman Always 
Rings Twice; “Frances,” “Tootsie” (for 
which she won an Academy Award) and 
"Country" The latter, she points out, 
stands as a labor of love she had been 
contemplating for some time. 

“I grew up among farmers, Lange 
said, “and I'd been thinking about the 
possibilities of a film concerning their 
plight. They are struggling through a 
Depression not unlike that of the 1930s. 
One day I saw a photo in a newspaper of 
a foreclosure auction. The women in the 
picture were enraged. The men were 
staring straight ahead as if they'd been 
poleaxed and couldn't believe it. It sud- 
denly became very clear to me how the 
film could be done. It would be about a 
hardworking American farm family 
whose land is endangered by foreclo- 
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sure, and the effect this has on their per- 
sonal and social relationships." 

Nine months later, filming on *Coun- 
try" began in Waterloo, Iowa, with Jessica 
Lange and Sam Shepard heading a 
stellar cast. “And yes, it turned ofit to 
be the most exhausting role of my life,” 
Lange said. 

“We started shooting in October; by 
Thanksgiving winter had arrived with a 
rigor that hadn’t been seen in 20 years. 
We worked outdoors where the windchill 
factor dropped to 43 degrees below zero. 

“The harshness of that Iowa winter 
totally dominated the feel of our film. 
Working on those black, flat, icy farm- 
lands day after day brought a definite 
physical reality to our story: 

"Also during those long weeks on loca- 
tion, there were farmers everywhere 
around us who were going through the 
traumas of losing their places. That 
made an impact, too. The drama you see 
on the screen is unfolding even today in 
many people's lives.” 

Back at the Disney Studio in Burbank, 
Calif., Lange faced her toughest scene, 
one that was impossible to shoot on the 
Iowa location. Itcalled for the creation of 
a tornado which strikes her farm, tossing 
a harvester about and overturning a 
grain truck. While filmmakers behind 
the cameras wore protective masks,

Lange spent four days battling a storm 
produced by rain-, lightning-, and 
deafening wind-machines that blew 
debris every which way. 

“It’s hardest on the eyes, this kind of 
scene, she told a reporter between takes. 
Before the sequence was completed, 
however, she had more than her eyes to 
worry about. During the height of the 
tornado’s fury, Lange accidentally fell 
from the grain truck and injured her 
arm. “I knew there'd be risks,” she admit- 
ted later, "because the picture was my 
idea in the beginning, and I had a self- 
imposed responsibility to do it the best I 
could.” 

Lange shaped her portrayal of Jewell 
Ivy, the farm wife in “Country,” from 
interviews she and screenwriter/ 
co-producer William Wittliff conducted 
with Midwestern families whose farms 
had been lost to foreclosures. 

“I wanted to show the strength, perse- 
verance, intelligence and integrity of 
those women,’ she said. “What touched 
me so deeply was their commitment to 
their families, their attachment to their 
men, and their tremendous loyalty and 
support, which I think are rare qualities 
indeed.” 

She also drew upon recollections of 
her own life in the country. “When I was 
young, I couldn't wait to leave the small 
town. I felt trapped there,” she said. “But 
when I look back I see that the experi- 
ence was ideal. The character I play is a 
lot like the women I grew up with. Jewell 
is a rock, absolutely steadfast in her 
commitment to her husband and family, 
her way of life, and her work—which is 
part of her life.” y 
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, t seems only fitting that a series 
about a seagoing veterinarian 
should have juvenile co-stars 
named Ocean Hellman and Chris- 

topher Crabb, and a scriptwriter named 
Chris Haddock. 

They are on deck for “Danger Bay,’ an 
action-adventure series filmed in 
Canada and premiering this month on 
The Disney Channel (see page 19). 

Ocean Hellman, 12, plays the daugh- 
ter of “Doc” Roberts (Donnelly Rhodes), 
a veterinarian and Curator of Marine 
Mammals at the Vancouver Aquarium. 
Fourteen-year-old Christopher Crabb 
plays his son. ‘Together, they are drawn 
into perilous missions off British Colum- 
bia’s rugged seacoast and throughout the 
wild interiors of the Pacific Northwest. 
All three are deeply involved in 
Aquarium activities, rescuing animals in 
distress and frequently going afield to 
solve problems where humans and wild 
creatures are in conflict. The youngsters 
are native Canadians, with striking 
similarities to their screen portrayals. 

“I play a girl who lives and has grown 
up in the wilderness; says Ocean, a 
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blue-eyed blonde. 
"She doesn't let boys 
boss her around. 
She's not very talka- 
tive, but she's high- 
spirited and very 
smart, brainwise- 

Ocean, too, is very smart, 
brainwise. Born in Victoria, British 
Columbia, she took dancing lessons at 
the age of four and violin lessons 18 
months later. By the time she made her 
professional debut at age 11 in “The 
Haunting Passion" on NBC-TV, she had 
added singing and acting to her reper- 
toire. She's an athletic eighth-grader 
excelling in social studies and creative 
writing. 

"Jonah, the boy I play, has a lot of 
energy; says Chris Crabb. *He's a real 
adventurer. Sometimes he gets on 
people's nerves because he talks too 
much. At the same time he is sensitive to 
his family and animals. He's fairly hip, 
very realistic, and in fact, I guess he's 
something like me^ 

Chris was born in Toronto into a show 
business family. His father is an enter- 


tainer and his mother was formerly a 
dancer and actress on Broadway. Chris 
began appearing in TV commercials at 
age eight, and won his first role as Tiny 
Tim in “An American Christmas Carol; 
an ABC-TV Movie of the Week starring 
Henry Winkler. He's a top-ranking high 
school tennis player, a budding musician 
(piano, bass, drums, guitar), and an out- 
doorsman who has been handling boats 
by himself since he was nine. 

^I play Doc Roberts, a widower who is 
involved with his work as a veterinarian 
while struggling to build a strong, nur- 
turing family life for his children,’ 
says Donnelly Rhodes, 47, a native of 
Winnipeg.

“I was a trainee game warden for 
a short time, protecting wildlife in 
Manitoba National Park,’ he says. “I 
also did some horseback riding in Cali- 
fornia. And I’ve been around boats since I 
was a kid. All that came in handy when I 
began playing Doc Roberts’

COOKINGWITH KIDS 


3 way to a family's heart just might 
be through the kitchen! Even in TV 
homes like those seen on “Still the 
Beaver, “The Adventures of Ozzie and 
Harriet” and “The Edison Twins," the 
kitchen’s the central gathering place for 
family members. 

You can turn your kitchen into the 
same kind of constructive, creative cen- 
ter by involving children in meal prepa- 
rations at an early age. 

The long-term rewards of cooking to- 
gether are as pleasant as the food 
itself—whether you raise another Julia 
Child or just an eager helper. Not only 
can you use cooking as a recipe for happy 
times, its a great way to encourage re- 
sponsibility, teach safety and nutrition, 
sharpen simple math and reading skills 
or enhance concepts like color and shape 
recognition. 


Three to five year olds enjoy: adding 
pre-measured ingredients (especially 
breaking the eggs!); greasing pans and 
cookie sheets; tearing lettuce for salads; 
stirring and mixing; washing vegetables 
and fruit and setting the table. 

From six to eight, additional respon- 
sibilities can include: pouring beverages; 
opening cans with an electric can opener; 
paring vegetables; preparing sandwiches 
and simple mixes; clearing the table, dry- 
ing dishes and learning to use toasters or 
toaster ovens safely. 

From nine to twelve, children can 
learn skills that will allow them to create 
entire meals. Teach them to: turn on 
oven and burners safely; heat frozen and 
canned foods; learn to operate micro- 
waves; use sharp knives and food proc- 
essors; load and unload dishwasher or 
wash dishes by hand; select, shop for and

open the bottom drawers and drag out. 
all the pots, most kids love to be around 
(and underfoot) while you're in the 
kitchen. So put their curiosity and 
energy to work—and get cooking!

New Management Disney Style 


Increased Activity Noted Throughout the Company 


Michael D. Eisner and Frank G. 
Wells, who have been directing 
Walt Disney Productions since last 
September, are breaking new ground 
with an eye to developing more 
markets for the Company. At the 
same time they respect the philosophy 
of its founder, who was both a 
visionary and realist. Walt believed 
in quality and in giving his cus- 
tomers their money's worth. He 
hired the best people he could, and 
didn't mind spending a couple of 
extra dollars if it meant improving 
the product. 

"Our job,” says Wells, speaking for 
the Company as a whole, "is to 
bring ourselves into the 20th century 
while keeping that tradition. 

Both are eminently qualified for the 


task. Eisner, Chairman and Chief 
Executive Officer, is dynamic, 
decisive, and enthusiastic, with a 
record of screen successes (as the 
former President of Paramount Pic- 
tures) that includes "Indiana Jones 
and the Temple of Doom,” "Raiders 
of the Lost Ark," "Saturday Night 
Fever," "Grease," and the Academy 
Award-winning "Terms of Endear- 
ment."

Wells is a former lawyer and Rhodes 
scholar who was Vice Chairman of 
Warner Bros. before joining Disney 
as President and Chief Operating 
Officer. He prefers to concentrate on 
administrative matters, he told a 
reporter, while leaving many of the 
creative filmmaking decisions to 
Eisner. Still, he added, he will col- 
laborate on key creative decisions 
and help set the tone for the Com- 
pany's movies to make sure "that 
they will be in good 
taste and, hopefully.

While each of the two executives 
oversees specific areas of the Com- 
pany, their offices are only a few 
feet away from each other in the 
same wing of an administration 
building at the Studio, and they 
confer with one another regularly 
during the day. 

A typical workday for Eisner begins 
at the Disney Studio around 8 a.m. 
and proceeds without stop through 
a succession of meetings, phone 
calls and screenings. He often 
lunches in his office. This relentless 
activity has produced, among a 
host of projects, such forthcoming 
films as "One Night Before Christmas,” 
starring Mary Steenburgen and 
Harry Dean Stanton, "Down and 
Out in Beverly Hills,’ starring Bette 
Midler, Nick Nolte and Richard 
Dreyfuss, and "OffBeat;' starring 
Judge Rheinhold. Eisner also 
inaugurated two cartoon series, 
"The Gummi Bears" on NBCTV 
and "The Wuzzles' on CBSTV, and 
has plans for a motion picture 
sequel to "Splash" A number of 
other television pilots and series 
are in development for all three 
networks, including a series of two- 
hour, Sunday night Disney family 
movies, beginning next year. 


Eisner returns to his home in Los 
Angeles around 7:30 or 8:00 p.m. 
He is married to the former Jane 


Breckenridge 
and they have 
three sons: 
Breck, 15; Eric, 
11; and Anders, 
7. "We lead a 
quiet home life” 
Eisner said. 
"The boys are 
in school, so I 
help with their 
homework. 
That's about 
where you can 
find me week- 
day evenings, 
still doing 
history and 
spelling.

the Los Angeles Childrens Museum, 
and we're involved there" he men- 
tioned, neglecting to add that he

During 
his tenure at Warner Bros., Wells 
took two years off in an attempt to 
become the first person to climb 
the highest mountain on all seven 
continents. He made six of the 
seven, and just missed the top of 
Mt. Everest. “I’m not climbing any 
more, although I would like to try 
Everest again some day,’ he said. 

Under Wells purview at Walt Disney 
Productions, plans are moving 
ahead to expand and enhance 
Disneyland and Walt Disney World, 
maximize the values of the Com- 
pany's vast Florida real estate 
holdings, and add new attractions 
to Tokyo Disneyland. "We would 
want to be as aggressive in the Parks 
as we want to be in all other areas,’ 
he commented. At the time of this 
printing, as for the probability of 
yet another Theme Park abroad, 
Wells said, "We have had a team 
working on the Euro-Disneyland 
idea for some time. Weve narrowed 
our search to Spain or France as 
the potential site. The next step is 
further discussion with Spanish and 
French officials, and assuming that 
nothing interferes with that process, 
we hope to announce a specific 
site for a Euro-Disneyland in the 
near future" y
